Eligible Voters 
To Register 


Mail Out 30,000 
Registration Cards 
During Past 2 Weeks 


County Clerk Don Garrison urg­ 
es all eligible voters in Saline Coun 
ty to make certain they are prop­ 
erly registered so they will be able 
to vote in the election in Novem­ 
ber. 
Garrison points out that all who 
have never registered, those who 
have moved into Saline county re­ 
cently, those who have moved into 
another precinct since last voting 
or have changed addresses will 
have until Oct. 8 to register or 
transfer their registration. 
Also any man or woman who 
will become 21 years of age be­ 
fore Nov. 6 and women who change 
their names by marriage will have 
to register. 
Within 
the 
past 
two 
weeks 
approximately 30,000 registration 
cards have been mailed to voters 
from 
the county clerk’s office. 
Garrison states that every eligible 
voter should have received a card 
by this time and any voter who 
has not received a 
registration 
card should make inquiry at his 
office as there apparently is some­ 
thing wrong. 
Personnel of the county clerk’s 
office is anxious to register every 
voter, but must have the co-opera­ 
tion of the public to get the job 
accomplished. 
Although there are 30,000 names 
on the official voters registration 
records in the County Cerk’s of­ 
fice, Garrison estimates there are 
only 25,000 eligible voters in the 
county. 
Many names are stil on the rec­ 
ord of persons that are deceased 
or have moved out of the county. 
And in some instances there are 
duplications.

Admits Egypt 
Owns It, Hopes 
For Settlement 


Declares Will Press 
By Peaceful Means 
For All to Use Suez 


L O N D O N O b _ The United 
States agreed today that Egypt 
owns the Suez Canal, but said it 
would press by peaceful means for 
international control of the w ater­ 
way so that Egypt “cannot now 
or in the future jeopardize” its 
use by all nations of the world. 
President Eisenhower told hit 
Washington news conference that 


I in his view the 1888 Treaty of Con­ 
stantinople gives aU nations rights 
to use the Suez Canal for all times. 
It does not mean, he arid, that 
other nations own the canal. 
Mr. Eisenhower said he was very 
hopeful Egypt wiU accept an 18- 
nation plan to place the canal un- 
I der international operation. He re­ 
affirmed a statem ent of two days 
ago that the plan fully respected 
Egypt’* sovereignty. 
The U. S. view was reasserted 
against the background of diplo­ 
matic dispatches from Moscow that 
reported mounting indications of 
Soviet preparation for “some form 
of defense alignm ent” with Egypt 
in the Suez crisis. 
Despite these reports, the B rit­ 
ish and French continued a mili­ 
tary buildup on the M editerranean 
island of Cyprus, where their fo rt­ 
es would be readily available few 
action if the Suez situation wors­ 
ened. 
A five-power committee headed 
by Australian Prime Minister R. G. 
Menzies tied up the loose ends ai 
its mission to Egypt and prepared 
to leave for Cairo Sunday. 
The 
committee on Monday will lay be­ 
fore Egyptian President Gamal Ab­ 
del Nasser the plan proposed by 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles for international control of 
the Suez. 
Nasser has said he will not agree 
to any form of international con­ 
trol, but has agreed to talk with 
the committee. 
Meanwhile, the British m erchant 
Marine officers union threw a body 
blow at the efforts of Egypt’s na­ 
tionalized Suez Canal authority to 
recruit pilots for the canal should 
the foreign pilots now employed 
walk out. 
The derision by the British union 
means that most seamen from Brit­ 
ain must reject Egyptian employ­ 
m ent offers now being advertised 
in 
newspapers 
throughout 
the 
world. 
Jn Paris, the French cabinet met 
to hear Defense M inister Maurice 
Bourges - Maunory outline further 
plans for sending French troops 
into the M editerranean. 
A battalion of France’s 7th rapid 
mechanized division and a com­ 
pany of the 10th parachutist divi­ 
sion landed Thursday on Nicosia, 
Cyprus. 
In Cairo, the newspaper Al Akh* 
bar reported that Egypt’s chief 
prosecutor will demand the death 
penalty for three Britons held on 
spying charges. 
The three Britons were arrested 
this week on espionage charges 
and government sources said they 
had plotted to dver throw Nasser s 
regime. 
Two British diplomats that Egyp­ 
tian officials said were implicated 
by the three men under arrest 
were expelled from Egypt as unwel­ 
come. 
Britain expelled two Egyp­ 
tian diplomats Thursday night.
